Ho must be an omn ipresen t 
omn iscen t bogus butter factory superin ­ 
ten d en t. T he T elegraph has great con ­ 
fid en ce ia the purity an d hon esty of man 
kin d gen erally, but when you tell it that 
the bogus butter maker will use material 
costin g say six cen ts a poun d when he 
can man ufacture oleomargarin e our of fat 
costin g on e-fifth of that amoun t you are 
askin g too much.

W ashington 
C ity, IX*.*. 10.—The electoral 
count bill, iw pfi.^itetl by the housj on ifaurs- 
« lav direct* that the electors of each state 
shall meet an 1 give their votes on the second 
Monday in January following their ap;)oint- 
ment. Section 2 provide* that if any state 
shall have provided, by laws enacted prior to 
the day fix ed for the appointment of electors, 
for the Ural determination by judicial or 
other methods of procedure of any contro­ 
versy concerning the apjKiintiu Jiit of a l or 
any of the electors of such state, and such 
determination shall have been made at least 
six days before the time fix ed for the meet­ 
ing of the electors, such determination shall 
Im conclusive, and shall govern in the count­ 
ing of the electoral votes so far as the ascer­ 
tainment of the electors appointed by such 
state is concerned. 
Section 3 prescribes the manner in w hich 
the electoral vote of each state shall be 
certified and communicated to the secretary 
of state at Washington. 
Section 4 proscribes the meeting of the 
senate and house in the hall of the house on 
the second Wednesday in February succeed­ 
ing the meeting of the electors. 
After pro­ 
viding for the appointnamt of tollers and the 
reading by them of the certificates and pa­ 
pers purporting to be certificates of the elec­ 
toral votes, the bill continues; 
And the votes having been ascertained and 
counted in the manner and according to the 
rules in this net provided, the result of the 
same shall be delivered to the president of 
the senate, who shall thereupon announce 
the state of the vote, which announcement 
shall be detuned a sufficient declaration of 
the persons, if any, elected president and 
vice president of thu United States, and to­ 
gether with a list of the votes be entered on 
the journals of the two houses. 
Upon such reading of any such certificate 
or paper, the president of the senate shall 
call for objections, if any. 
Every objection 
shall be made in writing, and shall state 
clearly and concisely, and without argument, 
the ground thereof, anti shall be signed by 
at least one senator and onemember of the 
house of representatives before the same 
shall be received. 
When all objections so made to any vote 
or paper from a state shall have been re­ 
ceived and read, the senate shall thereupon 
withdraw, 
and 
such 
objections 
shall 
be 
submitted 
to 
the 
senate 
for 
its 
decision; 
and 
the 
speaker 
of 
the 
house 
of 
representatives 
shall, 
in 
like 
manner, 
submit 
such 
objections 
to the house of representatives for its de­ 
cision; and no electoral vote or votes which 
shall have been regularly given by electors 
whose appointment shall have been certified 
according to the third section of this act, 
from any state from which but one i*eturu 
has been received, shall be rejected. 
If more 
than o n o return or paper purporting to be 
a return from a state shall have been re­ 
ceived by the president of the senate, those 
votes, and those only, shall be counted 
which shall have been regularly given by the 
electors who are shown by the determina­ 
tion mentioned in section 2 of this act to 
have been appointed—if the determination in 
said section provided for shall have been 
made-—or by such successors or substitutes, 
in case of « ‘vacancy in the board of electors 
so oscertaiiMHl, as have been appointed:to flu 
such vacancy in the mode provided by the 
laws of the state. 
But in case there shall arise tho question 
which of two or more of such state authori­ 
ties determming w hat electors have been 
appointed (ts mentioned in section 
i* of this 
act) is the lawful tribunal of such state, the 
votes regularly given of those electors, and 
those only, of s-ich state shall Irj counted 
whose title as electors the two houses, acting 
separately, shall concurrently decide is sup 
ported b\ the decision of such state tribunal, 
so authorized by its laws; and in such case of

« doctoral certificate which both houses, act­ 
ing separately, shall declare to be the true 
one, shall 1» counted; and only that which, 
similarly acting, the two houses shall reject, 
shall be rejected. 
The bouse then went into 
committee on the bill creating a department 
of agriculture and labor. The bill was ad­ 
vocated by Weaver of Iowa, Henderson of 
ivansas, and Hatch of Missouri, and opposed 
by Breckenridge of Arkansas, Gibson and 
Tucker, the opposition being on constitu­ 
tional grounds. 
Randall reported the sun­ 
dry civil bill, which was referred and the 
house adjourned.

W ashin gton, City, Dec. 10—Tlie confer- 
rocs.on the inter-state commerce bills reached 
an agreement Thursday aud will soon present 
their conclusions. 
Many of the features of 
both the Cuilom and Reagan bills are retained 
in the conference measure. 
The commission 
provided for in the senate bill is preserved, 
but shippers may elect to prosecute for dam­ 
ages in the United States courts on their own 
behalf, with the proviso that they shall not 
have the right to pursue their remedy in the 
courts and through the commission in the 
same case. 
Tho long and short-haul clause 
is practically as heretofore published. 
The 
measure adopts the house bills’ provision pro­ 
hibiting pooling. 
Each railroad is required 
to print and keep in every depot for the in­ 
spection of the public tbs rates it may estab­ 
lish between points upon its line. 
They are 
also required to file with the commission 
copits of all joint tariffs of through rates to 
which they may bo a party, and the commis­ 
sion is required to secure the publication of 
such through rates as far as may be found 
practicable. 
These are the principal modifi­ 
cations of importance. 
W hen the substitute 
bill has been printed the committee 
will go 
over It carefully and may change the phrase­ 
ology slightly.

FRAGMENTS OF FLESH. 


ALL THAT WAS LEFT OF THE BODIES 


OF FOUR MEN. 


Frightful W ork ef a n Ex ploding Locomo­ 
tive—Portion» of tho Victim s Picked 
Up 1,500 Feet from tb s P oint of Disa s­ 
ter—The Engine Reduced to Scra p Iron. 


W iLLia msport, Pa., Dec. 10.—A freight 
locomotive on the Beach Creek railroad blew 
u p Thu rsday afternoon, near Jersey Shore 
station, a few miles from this city, instantly 
k illing Phillip Knight, engineer; Allen Ram­ 
sey, Fireman; James Warren, another en­ 
gineer, and Joseph Fields, a machinist. The 
accident is attribu ted to fau lty work ing or 
the steam gu age. 
The engine had been in the repairing shop 
and was tak en ou t to be tested. 
It was ru n 
u p and down the track , the distance of 
mile, a nu mber of times, the men whose 
names are given being in the engineer’s cab. 
The last test was being made when the ex* 
plosion occu rred. The report was a singu lar 
one, neither heavy nor sharp, bu t was heard 
all over the town. Work men in the shops 
ran ou t bareheaded, while men from the 
stores and women from their hou ses ru shed 
ou t and down the track . 
Arriving at the scene of the explosion a 
strange and sick ening sight was discovered. 
Fragments of the bodies of Warren, Ramsey 
and Fields were pick ed u p 800 feet from the 
track . There were literally pieces of flesh in 
strings, and bones cru shed lik e brok en glass. 
Fifteen hu ndred feet in mi opposite direc­ 
tion portions of Knight’s body were gath­ 
ered u p. One piece of his body was fou nd 
wedged into the tru nk of a tree near the 
track , while another piece was tak en ou t of 
a swamp a qu arter of a mile distant The 
men leave families who are wholly depend­ 
ent 
The locomotive was torn into scrap-iron by 
the explosion. The pistons were wrenched 
u ntil they look ed lik e angers. The wheels 
were brok en into small particles and scat­ 
tered far and wide. 
The little town is in mou rning over what 
to them is an awfu l calamity. The frag­ 
ments of the bodies of the dead have been 
collected as well as cou ld be done u nder the 
circu mstance, and placed in coffins. Notone 
of the bodies is complete. 


LADY COLIN IS “ LITERARY.” 


W hich Ex pla ins H er Frequent Note» to 
M a rlborough. 
London, Dec. 10.—Cou nsel for the du k e of 
Marlborou gh opened the case for the defense 
in the Campbell divorce trial Thu rsday. He 
said that the du k e wou ld appear and swear 
that the charges against Lady Colin Camp­ 
bell and against the du k e as co-respondent 
were grou ndless. The alleged evidence against 
them consisted of incidents and small talk of 
society which wore perverted into allegations 
of impropriety. The only exceptions were 
the facts that Lady Campbell and the du k e 
dined together at the Pu rfleet hotel, and that 
they both stopped at the samo hotel iu 
Leigh cou rt.

Lady Campbell’s life had been notably de­ 
voted to charity, and her whole cou rse of 
condu ct was inconsistent with the charge 
against her. Even granting the tru th of the 
testimony regarding the occu rrences at the 
Pu rfloet hotel and at Leigh cou rt, they were 
far from proving adu ltery. Lady Campbell’s 
correspondence with the du k e related chiefly 
to the borrowing of book s. She had a lean­ 
ing toward literatu re. 
She wrote book s, 
work ed more or toss at jou rnalism, and bor­ 
rowed book s for reference. Cou nsel ask ed 
the ju ry to consider whether the lady’s char­ 
itable and literary work , occu pying a large 
part of her life, was entirely consistent with the 
frivolou s and lewd career attempted to be 
attribu ted to her by the other side. He also 
laid stresc u pon the fact that the essential 
incidents relied u pon by the other side rested 
entirely u pon the evidence of Rose Baer, a 
domestic of bad repu te, who had been dis­ 
charged from Lady Campbell’s employ, and 
u pon the evidence of other persons, male and 
female, of obscu re station, and u ntraceable 
antecedent. No responsible witness had been 
produ ced who cou ld corroborate these im­ 
probable stories against Lady Campbell.

FRANK W ILKESON TELLS OF TH E 
TERRIBLE SCENES OF W INTER. 


Unlike a « tamped® of cattle in the eum- 
m^r, when the herd can be turned and made 
**to mill,” or can be gathered at the lank of 
aome river, nothing tan be done to intercept 
the flight of cattle during a blizzard on the 
plains. The ex tent of vision is but a few 
y ards. 
The fold is intense. To leave the 
hut» , dignified by the names of ranch houses, 
is ex ceedingly dangerous. Snow alters the 
appearance of the plains so greatly that no 
man who is caught out in a blizzard can tell 
where he is. To get lost on the plains during 
a blizzard is a most serious misfortune, and 
one that has cost hundreds of strong men 
their lives. The cattle have, of necessity , to 
be allowed to drift whither they list. 
I have 
seen cattle branded with Wy oming irons 
grazing in southern Indian territory . They 
had drifted that givat distance in one winter's 
« tortus. 
The maternal instinct is strong in the half 
wild cow» of Tex as. They love their calve« . 
They defend them from the attack of car­ 
nivorous animals as long as they have life. 
They feed and protect them until they are 
pushed fi*otn their sides by y ounger calve« . 
No cow can raise a calf on the southei*n gras* 
ing ground and at the same time bo gestant, 
without being in serious peril. There is 
a 
double drain on their sy stems, which the cow» 
cannot withstand unie« well fed and properly 
cared for. The care they receive on the 
range is to be turned adrift to take care of 
themselves. 
During the winter they wander 
over the snow-clad, wind-swept plains, nurs­ 
ing the calves which bleat at their side« ;

A Fea rful Storm ou the ria*na and the 
B etultlng Deatruction of Anim a l Life. 
Herd« D rifting with Storm—Man’» In­ 


hum a nity. 


I saw the upper North Platte valley again 
in winter. By Jan. 1 the lofty mountains 
which bound the valley were covered with 
snow. Such portions of them as were alwve 
the timber lines were dazzling white. 
Three 
or four feet of snow lay on the pine clad 
mountain flank« . The elk and deer hail loft 
the highlands and roamed over the foothills 
and in the river valley . The small amount 
of no w that had fallen in the valtey during 
November and December had been blown 
into the sage brush, or had my steriously dis­ 
appeared, licked up by the dry , cold air dur­ 
ing the warmer portions of the day . One <lay , 
early in January , dark clouds swirled around 
the snow clad mountain peaks. They rose 
and fell. now the white peaks appeared above 
the vapor, now sank, apparently , out of sight. 
Great massm of cloud would be suddenly 
torn from the main mass of circling vapor 
and dashed into the foothills by gusts of wind. 
Northward a low, black line of clouds began 
to slowly rise above the horizon. The air 
grew colder and colder. 
The uneasy cattle lowed and moved out of 
the valley to the foothills. Bands of antelope 
galloped at full speed across the compara­ 
tively level valley and disappeared. A band 
of elk trotted rapidly from the river to the 
foothills of the Bierra Mad re range. The 
south wind ceased to blow. 
There was a 
brief calm and profound silence. Then, with 
a mighty roar, the keen, arctic like wind 
rushed out of the north. The clouds that 
were swirling around the mountain tops 
formed into line at the command of nature 
and charged furiously down the deeply fur­ 
rowed flanks of the range. 
Long tongues of 
•now laden vapor preceded the advance of 
the cloud line, as skirmishers a line of bottle. 
In the north the dark line of clouds shot up­ 
ward, as if thrown from a crevice like mor­ 
tar. 
Ice, sand, snow and gravel flew almost 
horizontally through the air. 
The mercury sank far below zero. The 
wind fairly howled as it poured through th<* 
funnel like valley . 
The utmost ex tent of 
vision was about thirty y ards; bey ond that 
a rushing dirt colored wall of snow ami sand. 
No w« n dared to venture forth from the 
ranch house. The cattle did not go for water, 
nor did they graze during the three day s this 
storm raged, bat stood huddled together in 
the lee of rocks and bluffs and willow thick 
ets. The weak cattle disappeared before this 
arctic blizzard as lumps of ice before a fur 
nace. Strong steers passed through it with 
but little apparent discomfort, and no loss. 
I know of no better place to freezo weak cows 
and stock cattle to death than the upper 
North Platte valley . 
A severe storm on the plains, where there 
is no shelter for cattle, is ex ceedingly destruc­ 
tive to animal life, and is esjiecially hard on 
cows and on ‘‘through cattle’’—that is, cattle 
that have just been driven on to the range, 
from Tex as generally . The severe storms on 
the plains are alway s from the north. The 
air is thick with snow and ice. The ex ceed­ 
ingly cold wind blows fiercely . The mercury 
ranges from zero to 5 0 degrees below zero. 
The cattle, unable to stand against the wind 
drift with the storm. At first with active 
steps and many bellows, they walk bravely 
down the storm. 
But long before 
the 
strength of the blizzard is ex pended tliey l>e 
come weary and discouraged. 
Their loud 
bellows are supplanted by moans. They be 
come sullen and apparently indifferent to 
their fate. They travel until they fall or un 
til they find shelter, or until the storm has 
passed. 
After drifting down the wind for hours 
y es, for day s—after crossing desolate divides, 
after staggering over the trackless plains for 
many miles, staggering singly or in pairs or 
in families on a journey the horrors of which 
cannot be described, these wretched animals 
may come on a barbed wire fence, unlaw­ 
fully erected by greedy cattle owners to keep 
other men’s cattle from water. The miser­ 
able, starving animals halt at the barbed 
wire fence, and there many of them die. The 
intensely cold wind sifts through their bodies 
so q uickly that they stand motionless, head 
down to the wind, and die rather than turn 
their sides to the death dealing blast. Once 
during a frightful storm which swept over 
western Nebraska, I heard the faint moaning 
of cattle in distress; the sad sound vibrated 
mournfully through the steady rhy thmical 
beat of the storm. I opened the door of the 
dugout in which I had sought shelter, and 
saw a large herd of cattle walking down the 
« torat Their beads hung low; the snow and 
ioe particles were packed solidly into their 
hair; thair nostrils were ice coated. 
For 
foot above the earth the air was packed with 
drifting snow, whigh bid the lower portion 
of thé cattle’* leg» from my'vision. 
They

JACKSON CITY AND QUANTICO. 


Two 
the Bank« of 
Prop« M(l Cities on 
the Potom a c. 
It may not be generally known thut there 
are on tho hanks of the Potomac the sites of 
two proposed cities, whose projectors were 
once « anguine tliat they would grow and at­ 
tain a national imj>ortance in population 
and 
trade, but 
which 
stubbornly 
re­ 
fused 
to 
thrive in spite 
of 
all that 
was 
done to 
push them forward. The 
first of these is Jackson City , on the Vir­ 
ginia side of the Potomac, just opposite to 
Washington. The idea of building this city as 
a rival of the national ca p ita l was conceived 
by some of “Old Hickory 's” friends during his 
presidential term, and such faith did they 
have in the name that they did not think 
failure was possible if they called it Jackson 
City . 
Accordingly , they bought of Mr. George 
Mason, for $100,000, a large part of which 
was paid in bonds of the company , a tract of 
land and laid it off in lots, street« and ave­ 
nues on a magnificent scale. Then, to give 
eclat to the scheme, they determined upou a 
public demonstration on the occasion of the 
lay ing of the corner stone of the new city . 
Accordingly on the day appointed a large 
crowd assembled on the spot, among which 
were President Jackson and members of his 
cabinet, aud many other distinguished per­ 
sons; and after an oration had been delivered 
by George Washington Park Custis the cor 
ner stone of Jackson City was laid with im­ 
posing ceremonies. 
But, strange to say , that 
was about all that ever was laid, notwith 
standing the magnificent send off with which 
it had been inaugurated. The traveler who 
passes the site to-day sees only one or two 
dilapidated frame house« to mark the spot 
The other dead city is Quantico, on the 
Potomac, some twenty m il« below Washing 
ton. Boon after the close of the late war, when 
the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Poto­ 
mac railroad was ex tended to that point, the 
city was laid out on an ex tensive scale, and 
such confidence did it» projectors have in its 
future that they went to work and built a 
large and handsome four story hotel, at a 
cost of many thousand dollars. They also 
obtained a charter conferring upon the com­ 
pany ex tensive powers, such as to build rail 
road« , do a banking business, engage in man 
ufaeturing projects, etc., but, contrary to 
their sanguine ex pectations, the enterprise 
never thrived, ortd instead of a bustling, 
busy city , Quantico is a q uiet country rail 
road station, and not likely ever to be any 
thing else.—Ben: Perley Poore.

possible to meet the poison within the sy stem 
and destroy it.”
